ROAD ELECTION IS 
UPHELD BY COURT 


The supreme court of Texas handed 
down Wednesday a decision which 
favored the Clay county road bonds 
voted early a year ago for a thirty- 
two mile concrete road thru the coun­ 
ty and sixty miles of graveled laterals 
when it denied the applicants for a 
writ of error asked by those fighting 
the road project on an appeal from 
the court of civil appeals. 
The supreme court dismissed the j 
application for a writ of error on the 
ground that it had no jurisdiction of 
the case and was wholly in its right 
in making its decision. 
The Clay county road bonds have 
been carried thru all courts possible 
by those panting to block the issue 
which was overwhelmingly the voice 
of the people by a vote of more than 
three to one. 
Two district judges, 
three courts of civil appeals and twice j 
the supreme court have ruled favor- j 
ling the suffrage of Clay county cit!-; 
zeus who wanted good roads and 
voted for them. 


I. J. Hartsell, one of best known 
citizens of Wise county, died early 
Saturday morning at Hie home of his 
son, O. L. Hartsell, near Paradise, 
after an illness of several months. 
The funeral services were conducted 
by the Masonic order, of which Mr. 
Hartsell was a member of long stand­ 
ing, and the burial vjas held at the 
Thomas church cemetery on Sunday 
afternoon. The funeral was attended 
by a number of Decatur citizens, old 
friends of the deceased. 
Mr. Hartsell was born in Washing­ 
ton county, Tennessee, on February 
22nd, 184 2. 
He married in that 
county in 1867. 
He came to Texas 
in 1 875, locating in Johnson county, 
where he lived about ten years, com­ 
ing to Wise county in 1885. 
He 
located on a farm near the Thomas 
school house, north of Bridgeport, 
and this was his home until the day 
he died. 
Mrs. Hartsell died about 
four years ago. 
Nine children were 
born, eight of whom are living, one 
daughter dying in infancy. 
For sev­ 
eral months Mr. Hartsell had been 
in poor healh, and his passing was 
not unexpected. 
In the death of I. J. Hartsell, it 
can truly be said that a mighty oak 
has fallen in the forest of humanity 
in Wise county. 
He was a Blan, an 
honorable, God-fearing man. and the 
life he lead was according to the 
teaching of his Bible. 
In business 
affairs this man’s word was as good 
and reliable as a bond; in his home 
life he was kind, considerate and 
upright; and in his public and offi­ 
cial life he made a record that will 
stand as a monument of fidelity, 
honesty of purpose and service. Wise 
county has lost one of its best citi­ 
zens— a man whose heart throbbed 
for the biggest and best interests of 
the county; whose every effort was 
for the betterment of his people. For 
ten years, five terms, this man served 
as county commissioner, and he went 
to his grave loved and honored by 
all who knew him. 
As long as service and patriotism, 
high-mindedness and noble living are 
held in reverence by our people, this 
man’s life and deeds will be held 
up as worthy of emulation by foward- 
looking people, and when the angels 
on high beckoned the spirit of this 
man to come home, the gates of 
heaven swung wide. 
On this earth 
he had lived a life that assured him 
eternal, sweet rest. 
Peace, sweet peace to his soul!

the sons and daughter, Messenger 
extends sympathy in their great loss. 
He was our friend, and we loved him.

for threshing can be rigged up at 
homeb y anybody who has a F ord car.

They ta ke th e place here of alfalfa, 
a hig h milk producing hay but diffi­ 
cult to grow here. 
Cow peas add the 
protein element to a feeding ration 
which is usually bought In the form 
OI expensive cotton seed meal. 
The 
expense for cotton seed meal may be 
very materially reduced by having on 
han d plenty of cow pea hay with the 
pods on them. 
They will grow on 
any kin d of land, are dro u th resisting 
and a safe and paying crop.

seem th a t cow peas should be grown 
more generally here for an essent a1 
le guminous 
hay. 
Properly 
grown, 
cured and stored and fed with other 
elements, they are far superior to 
Johnson gass hay, sorghum, sudan 
or any hay except alfalfa or clover. 
They also leave the land richer.

We held a mass meeting 
and decided to send a man to town 
to get twenty dollars’ worth of chew­ 
ing tobacco. 
The river got out of 
its banks and was two miles wide for 
more than a week. 
Our man made It 
back to the river by the next day at 
noon, but he couldn't get over to us. 
There he was on one side of the 
river with a hundred lives at stake, 
and he didn’t have sense enough to 
swim over to the rescue. 
I finally 
went wild and grabbed a rifle and 
ordered him to swim over. 
He rolled 
the tobacco in his pants and started 
to swim across with the bundle tied 
on his head. 
We all cheered him 
with all our might— and he made it 
fine till he reached the middle of the 
river, and then sank to rise no more. 
We dived there for three days before ! 
we found the man, and when we did 
we eut the tobacco loose from his 
head and brought it to shore. 
While 
we were on the bank enjoying the 
tobacco, the river ran dry above us, 
but we kept it bank-full below us as 
long as the tobacco lasted.”

Miss Myrtle Murray, poultry spe­ 
cialist of tho extension service of A.

“A hen is simply a factory that 
m anufactures raw m aterials into eggs 
We would not expect lo send corn to 
a cotton gin, have it made into bales 
and eventually into cotton cloth. 
Yet 
occasionally we hear the rem ark. ’I 
teed my hens all the corn they want 
I do not understand why they do ro t 
lay.’ 
A hen must have materials to 
make three parts of an egg— shell, 
yolk and white. 
She may have the 
materials to make two parts, but if 
the third material is lacking, she still 
can not produce the egg. 
It is there­ 
fore very necessary th at a hen have a 
really balanced ration— and a ration 
th a t will give her the necessary nour­ 
ishment for the upkeep of her body 
and at the same time give her the 
right kind of m aterials from which 
eggs may be made.’ 
Eggs contain many parts, chief of 
which are protein, fat, water, and 
minerals such as phosphorous, cal­ 
cium (limo), etc. 
Protein is supplied 
by grains, which contain from nine to 
fifteen per cent protein, and also'by 
dined m eat feeds which, in some 
brands, contain as high as sixty per 
cent protein. F at comes from similar 
sources, aud in poultry feeds should 
not be excessive.

SELLS FAVORS INSTRUCTED 
DELEGATION FROM TEXAS 


Cato Sells, McAdoo m anager for 
Texas, gives the following statem ent 
in favor of an instructed delegation 
from Texas to the 1924 democratic 
national convention:

Highway Transport 


The following essay on highway 
by a Kentuckp girl was awarded firs 
prize in a contest conduct by tin 
M anufacturers’ Record. 
The Appian Way, most famous o 
Roman highways, was called by Hor­ 
ace Bushnell- “the queen of roads.” 
In establishing christianity, Paul and 
other early christians made use of 
the 
twenty-nine 
famous 
m ilitarj 
roads radiating from Rome. 
“And 
so we came to Rome. 
And the b re th ­ 
ren came to meet us as far as the 
market of Appius.” 
And it came to 
pass that Rome, having the greatest 
roads, built later the greatest church, 
Saint Peter, the greatest church of 
christianity built at the end of the 
greatest highway. 
Strange coiner 
dence! 
Here is food for thought. 
From the very first, the mightiest of 
all religions went forward upon the 
great highways of travel. 
The present writer lives in the 
mountains of Southwestern Kentucky 
where the religious life is backward, 
and the roads almost impassable. The 
purpose of this paper is to show how 
these two facts affect each other. 
One dislikes to write anything un­ 
complimentary of one's community, 
but one should study conditions be 
fore suggesting remedies. 
A survey of Harlan county shows 
forty-seven churches with thirty-six 
ordained and licensed preachers. 
E x­ 
cepting for churches In the county 
seat, these are weak, struggling or­ 


ganizations, 
located 
principally 
in 
mining camps served by unordained 
preachers. These men, most of whom 
con d not puss the entrance examina­ 
tion of a first-class high school, work 
at the mines or elsewhere thruout 
the week, having little leisure for 
study or preparation. 
Such leader­ 
ship develops only religion of the 
emotional, irresponsible type. 
Statistics from our criminal courts 
indicate that these outlying churches 
fail- to meet the situation. 
Recently, 
within 
four 
days 
In this locality 
twelve persons met violent deaths, 
shooting, drinking a n a gambling pre­ 
vail in the sections where churches 
exist. 
Whisky distilling; feudalism ana 
general lawlessness are not in reality 
the cause of crime. 
They are only- 
outw ard symptoms. 
They all suggest 
ignorance; 
the people do not know 
W ith sapped vitality and weak mor­ 
als go sluggish minds. 
Close inter 
m arriage has reduced the original 
vitality. 
Large families live in poor, 
small houses; the death rate is high. 
In one school a hook-worm clinic 
showed ninety-nine per cent of the 
pupils afflicted. 
Religion should not 
be blind to physical facts. 
Disease, 
crime, irrellgion— these exist where 
people do not know what is good in 
character or right in conduct. 
If it be true that ignorance ex­ 
plains the backwardness of this ter­ 
ritory, then both the church and 
school- are needed to counteract it 
Religious and educational work here 
rise and fall together. Good churches 
foster 
good 
schools. 
Vigorous 
churches and centralized schools are 
impossible in rural sections without 
good roads. Our isolation is the cause 
of our ignorance. 
We wrould have 
somewhere to go and something to 
get, if we had some way of going. 
Three dollars to ride five miles in 
a H arlan jitney. 
The average car 
is a hopeless wreck after one year of 
steady bumping over the ridges and 
washouts. 
Some ship their cars bv 
freight to Richmond when driving 
out of Kentucky— “ My kingdom for 
a highw ay!” 
Among our agricultural folk old 
farming methods prevail. 
The m oun­ 
taineer wrests a few hundred dollars 
where he should get a thousand. The 
jitney, auto truck and family car wi I 
be chariots from heaven, solving our 
isolation. 
Good roads will encourage 
the auto crop, diversity of crops, im 
proved farming methods, co-operative 
selling, contentment and an increase 
of the economic surplus. 
This su r­ 
plus we will invest in churches and 
schools. 
Good roads will mean less 
churches but better ones, larger ones- 
less ministers, but better ones, edu 
cated community leaders. 
So Harlan county must build her 
Appian w-ays, that modern apost:es 
may have highways for the new pro 
gram of evangelism and education. 
“ And a highway shall be there, and 
a way, and it shall be ca'led the wav 
of holiness, it shall be for the re 
deemed.” Out of such material things 
as stone and cement must we build 
thru 
our 
mountains the 
highways 
leading to the goal of our spiritua’ 
desires— religious education for a1' 
the people.— M anufacturers’ Record
